CYCLONE SW EPT OVER A W IDE 
DISTRICT. 


T O M O V E A G A I N S T IN D I A N S . 


Houses Flattened Out and People Die 
Where They Stand—Ten Known to 
H ave Met Death and Many More 
Are Injured— Drave Engineer Save 
Many People's Lives. 


H utchinson, R an., M ay 2.—A frigh t­ 
ful cyclone struck near the little tow n 
of Patterson, tw enty m iles east of here, 
at 4:20 o’clock yesterday aftern%>n, and 
a s a result

dead, 
tw enty-five 
injured, 
tw en ty 
houses 
razed, and m any barns and buildings 
destroyed and cattle, horses and hogs 
killed.

All the afternoon a strong wind had 
been blow ing from the southw est when 
a fresh gale from the southeast sprang 
tip. 
The storm traveled in a northeast­ 
erly direction and for sixteen m iles left 
death and ruin in its path. The storm 
first struck the residence of the W idow 
F rye and reduced it to kindling wood. 
Mrs. F rye w as badly injured internally 
and can not recover. The next houses 
Struck were those 
of Jacob Solinskl 
and John Sultzbach, but no one w as 
killed, though the houses w ere badly 
wrecked.

reached by the storm and four deaths 
resulted.

Three men board­ 
ed the locom otive and ordered the en­ 
gineer, Frank H olm es of this city, to 
hold up his hands. H e refused, and w as 
shot and Instatnly killed. 
Three shots 
were fired. All the robbers were caught 
and Jailed at Carlinville. 
N o one else 
w as hurt. 
H olm es w as aged about 42, and w as 
known as one of the m ost daring and 
Rolla and St. John have been w riting I successful engineers in the W est. 
He 
Gov. Allen to call out the m ilitia, but I w as a son of Judge H olm es, who w as 
the chief executive seem s to regard the 
trouble as one which the U nited States 
governm ent should settle.

Two suspects were arrested last even ­ 
ing. 
They are the

w ife and a friend, Casper Em ery. 
In 
her story Mrs. Thrush claim ed her hus­ 
band shot him self, but tw o other w it­ 
nesses who w ere in the house sw ear 
th ey heard no 
shots, but 
heard the 
'sound only of a falin g body. 
A blood- 
covered chisel and ham m er were dis­ 
covered after searching the house thor­ 
oughly. 
Casper Em ery is supposed to 
have been engaged to the young lady 
who w as stayin g w ith 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Thrush, and the theory that connects 
him w ith the crim e is that he called to 
see her after having left the house Sun­ 
day night, m aking his entrance through 
the back door, and Thrush w as aroused 
by the noise. 
Mrs. Thrush is held be­ 
cause of her insistin g that her husband 
shot him self when no shots were heard.

In the track of the storm 
sixteen m iles long and from IOO to 500 
yard s wide is nothing but wreckage.

Dead horses, cattle, and hogs 
lie everyw here.

sible, so that there appears to be no 
further obstacle betw een the tw o coun­ 
tries as to a final adjustm ent. The guar­ 
anty w ill be in one of several form s, as 
follow s: 
1. The prom ise of the N icaraguan gov­ 
ernm ent, which, in view of the fact 
that the governm ent has never default­ 
ed on its obligations, is of Itself re­ 
garded as a guaranty. 
2. The Bank of N icaragua, a national 
Institution w ith recognized standing In 
London, will, if need be, give the guar­ 
anty. 
3. The republic of G uatem ala, one of 
the richest of the 
Central 
American 
states, stands ready to deposit £150,009 
in a London bank if N icaragua desires 
the favor. 
4. The 
N icaragua 
Canal 
com pany, 
w hose word in London would be accept­ 
able in the highest financial circles, will 
give either a guaranty or the cash if 
need be.

Judge** H eart Is S often ed . 
St. Louis, Mo., M ay 2.—In the United 
States district court Judge Priest sen ­ 
tenced Ira G. Cook to four years in the 
M issouri penitentiary for counterfeit­ 
ing. Judge Priest at first gave Cook 
seven years. Cook said that he had tw o 
little girls and his mother w as also liv­ 
ing. H e drew from his pocket a letter 
from one of the girls and handed It to 
the judge. The girl is IO years old and 
w rote that she hoped her father would 
soon be w ith them and said she and 
her little sister were going to w rite to 
the court to let their papa com e home. 
Judge Priest read the letter and told 
Cook that his sentence w as reduced to 
four years.

a letter just received by Insur­ 
ance Commissioner Fricke from one of 
the largest and most substantial fire 
insurance adjusters in the country, 
who was ready at first glance to jump 
to the conclusion reached by many 
of the Congregational church of Madi­ 
son and a large number of interested 
listeners on the work of the state for 
the blind.

Refused a Royalty for His Book nod 
Lost Big Money. 


Du Maurier never dreamed that he 
had written a book which had only to 
be printed to set the whole English 
speaking world a-prattling of it. “Pet­ 
er Ibbetson” had been well received, 
but there was nothing extraordinary 
in its success; and as he Is one of the 
most modest men in the world of art 
and letters, he did not flatter himself 
that he had written a novel which would 
capture the public. He did not expect 
large sales. But there is where 
he 
failed to take his cue from his pub 
Ushers. It is an odd thing he did not 
realize that when a publisher voluntar­ 
ily offers 20 per cent royalty, the best 
thing an author can do is to accept 
and thank fortune. To be sure, Du 
Maurier had not a long experience in 
authorship, yet, on the other hand, he 
has many friends among authors, and 
has associated with authors all his life, 
and one would think he might have 
known something of the ins and outs 
of publishing

"York Tribune, “ What is meant by free 
coinage of silver?” 
The Tribune’s reply is well worth 
careful thought: 
“ It means that any holder of an 
ounce of standard silver, which now 
happens to be worth a shade less than 
aixty-se ven cents, may take it to any 
gover nment mint and receive for it 
91.2!^ in silver coin. 
A mine owner 
taking to the mint 10,000 ounces of 
silver, worth 96,700, would receive 
for it $12,925 silver dollars, weighing 
somethin g over half a ton. 
He would 
not want the dollars, so the govern- 
ment would lay them away with the 
9369,0 00,000 now in 
vaults, that 
nobod y wants, and give to the mine 
owner 
silver certificates for 96,225 
more t han his silver bullion is worth. 
This process would go on until the 
country would be flooded with a paper 
currency that cost the man who origi­ 
nally bought it fifty cents on the dol­ 
lar.” 
The argument is a good one, and 
any unprejudiced mind of ordinary 
intelligence should be able to trace 
results. 
The basic value of all property is 
gold. During the panic a year ago, 
many people in this country refused to 
lend money except on paper payable 
in gold, while foreign capital invari­ 
ably 
de mended 
it. 
Some

today, 
were 
equally conservative. 
Suppose it were possible to turn 
loose the flood gates of all the silver 
mines in the country, and say to them 
bring in your 67 cent silver and re­ 
ceive 91.29 in currency, how long 
would values be maintained? Hold 
th at is being handled now simply 
through fear of some 6uch lunacy, 
would go up faster than oil has done 
for the past thirty days and the busi­ 
ness of the country would be bank­ 
rupt in less than six months. The 
cliver belt of this country belongs to 
the far west, the same as the wheat 
belt belongs to the northwest; there 
would be just aa much sense in the 
government saying to the silver men, 
raise all the 
50 cent silver you 
can 
and 
bring 
it 
to 
our 
mill, and we will psy you a dollar for 
it, as there would be to say to the 
farmer, raise all the 50 cent wheat 
yrou eau and our mill will grind it for 
you, and if you don't want to take 
it home iu barrels, we will store it 
and give you wheat certificates worth 
twice as much as the wheat. 
Everybody who had any business 
cense would go to raising wheat, and 
if he couldn’t raise it, he would join a 
syndicate and import it and in less 
than two years this country would 
have more flour than it could sell in 
ten years. 
Who would make the 
money out of it? The men that raisec 
it, and handled it. 
Who would lose? 
The people who had to use it. 
If an 
effort was made to unload the stuff on 
foreign countries, it would be worth 
the price of foreign flour just the same 
as American silver today is worth the 
price of foreign bullion. There would 
come a day of reckoning and when the 
wh at certificates came in they would 
be w jrth the price of wheat. 
If that 
happened to be 50 cents, the people 
who compose and support the govern­ 
ment would be obliged to stand the 
loss. 
The honor of America will never 
submit to a financial policy of this 
mort.

In the interior, par­ 
ticularly in the m ountain regions of the 
state, there is a great deal of snow and 
cold weather, but not along the coast, 
and it is rem arkable to see how far the 
mild coast clim ate extends eastw ard 
and inward, says the San Francisco 
Exam iner. 
Not until the warm wave 
from the ocean is met and counter­ 
acted by the chill of the snow’-clad Si­ 
erra is there a degree of cold expe­ 
rienced which is in any respect worth 
considering.
